“Recapitulatory Obfervations on falfe Patriotifm and 
ith aii talfe Patriots. 


Have now finifhed my Ob- 
fervations on the Hittory of 
falie Patriotifm among the 
Antients: I am not ar all 
farpriz’d at the Reflections 
calt upon me by a certain 
Writer, as if I had wander’d 
from the Point, and digretied 
from the Subject at prefenr 
under publick Confiacration. 
Thefe People think every thing ill writ which falls 
not from their own Pens ; and reprefent all Difcourfes 
as unfeafonable, if they do not fome way or other 
tend to vilify the prefent Miniftry. Bur as I profefs 
myfelf a Fool of a cooler Conilicution, as my Intent 
is not to expofe the perfonal Faiiings of thofe who 
oppofe the Adminiftration, bu: the Wrongnefs of the 
Oppofition itflf, Ido not thik ic neceilary to cry 
out for Help to the People, or to intimate the Law- 
fulneis of Aflaffination on certain Occafions, as fome 
of thefe Writers have done. The Caufe lam en- 
gaged in is good, and if I cannet make this appear im 
hiv. Wricings, I will never raife any Sulpicior that It 
is bad, by the Unjuftifiablenefs of what I write. 
1 know no Point which has been labour’d with 
eater Affiduiry by the Craftf(mdn than this, That 
G:poftion is the Nurfe of Liberty, and that therefore 
this Spirit /bould ever be encowraged. From my jbort 
Fliftory of falfe Patriotifm it appears, that this Maxim, 
how «uch focver applauded, ts but very tht founderty 
and that Oppofition hath very often been the Ruin of 
States, hardly ever done them the leaft Good. 
When Ariffides and Themiftocles united, they faved 
Athens aud all Greece. Wien Philip founda Way by 
the force of Money, to raife an Oppofition againtft 
Demojthenes, the Confequence was, that the Athenians 
were undone, and with them all Greece. The fame 
thing happened at Sparta, while her Inhabitants were 
united, they were the firft People in Peleponnefus. 
But when in the firft Perfian War, Paufanias began to 
form a Faction in that City for promoting his private 
Ends, he firft loft his own Command over the Con- 
federates, and next deprived his Country of the Su- 
periority fhe had till then enjoy’d Among the Romans 
che fame thing is vifible. Whenever the People were 
united the State profpered ; its Enemies were never 
encouraged, they never gain’d any Afcendancy over 
Rome, but when the Difcord of her Citizens was 
either mediately, or immediately the Caufe. Coriolanus 
brought the Republick to the Brink of Ruin ; Corio- 
lanus was an exiled Roman, a Man of high Spirit, 
ill ufed by falfe Patriots. Cataline again threatened 
the Republick with Deftruétion ; Cataline woo was a 
Roman, but he was a falfe Patrict. The Romans 
were at laft Ruin'd ; bur how? Certainly by an Of- 
pofition ; a long Contention of Parties corrupted the 
Minds of the People, and effeéted what all their 
Enemies could never effeét, by Force or Fraud. 
Shall we fay then, that Oppofition is wholefome, or that 
it is not dangerous? No, turcly, we muit be convinced 
that it is fo tar from being either falutary or harmlets, 
Ghat of all Political Poifons, it is the moft virulent. 
ANoTHER Point of Doétrine laid down with 
great Afiurance by the Malecontents is this ; That in 
a free State every Man is at Liberty to talk of publick 
Affairs, and to talk of them in what Language he thinks 
ft. In confequence of this Maxim, thefe Gentle- 
men have taiked very freely and very oddly, and yet 
I crave Leave to fay, that there never was a Maxim 
more rafhly taken up than this, which is equall 
againft the Rules of common Senfe, common Expe- 
rience, and common good Manners: Common Senfe 
fhews us, that the very beft Government may be 
calumniated and hated by fome Men; and if thefe 
Men are at Liberty to fay what they chink of ir, 
would imply, that the beft Government would faffer 
itfelf to Libelled; ot, in other Words, would 
fuffer its Subjedts to be feduced into Rebellion with 
Impunity ; which is an Abfurdity. Common Expe- 
rience teaches us, that the beft Governments-which 
are; or which have been in the World, never did-or 
do fuller thissEibets” Were not permitted im Apbent 
or Reme: Nor at this Day dare a Man abule the 
Adminiftration of Holland, any more than the Ad- 
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; the only Difference is, that 
he may deliver his

Place, whereas delivering them at all would be dan- » 
‘gerous in the other. In common good Manners, ‘a 


Clerk in a Compting-houfe, docs not upbraid the 
Merchant he lives with on his ill Conduct; nor does 
any Servant prefume to treat. his Matter wich ill 
Langyage. -If, therefure, Subordinaion in fuch 
Cafes keeps Men within certain Bounds, fhail they 
aét without. ail Reftraint, with refpect to the King’s 
Adminifration ; or can it be reafonable to treat his 
Minifters'in fuch a'mahner as dhe Neighbour would 

id, that the 
Warmth with which thef¢.Gentlemen fpeak, atifes 
from their Zeal for their Country, and the Diffie 
they have to Perfons who prejudice ir. ‘Now what is 
this more or Iefs than begging the Queftion? These 
Gentlemen undertake to prove, that we are under:a 
bad Adminiftration ; and to fupport the Stile in which 
they deliver themfelves on this Occafion, they only 
defire it may be taken for granted, that we are under 
a bad Admitiftration, Very .modeft -and) rational 
truly! No more than what all falfe Patriots have faid 
from the beginning of Tisie to this Day. It is the 
natural Languag. of this Sort of People, and we 
rmuft not expe€t chat we fhould talk any other 5 1 1s 
the Stikpoleth by which we may know them, a Mark 
like that ‘eton Cain, which no Act can remove. 

A Third favourite Maxim of chefe moft wife and 
reafonable Men is thi:, That Virtue, Probity, Wit, 
Learning, and common Senfe, — exciulively to 
themfelves: In Right of this modeft Affertion they 
recvive Wages cvery Week, and upbraid others wich 
being mercenary Writers. They are not a Grain 
more careful in their private Conduct than other 
People, and yet make no Scruple of pretending to ail 
the Nicety of Cato, boaft of their being obftinately 
Good, and rai] with a rightéous Vehemence againtt 
the Vices, in a Habit ot which they live.. They are 
very frequently defeated in Points of pact A 
yet, like a certain Grecian Chief, they triumph by 
Dint of their Affurance, and brag of Victory to theie 
who were Witneffes of their being overcome: Fond 
of acting the Parr of Acculers, they are continuaily 
charging either the Great, whom they oppole, or tie 
Little, again whom they write, fir with one thing, 
then with another, aluays without Proof, and to 


their own Confufion, it the being convicted of 


Falfhood would confound them ; bur they continhe 
fill the fame, and tike thorough paced Intormers, as 
foon as one Caute has mifcarried commence anorher. 
Tuess Marss, as they apparently diftinguifh, the 
prefeot Party, who value themfelves om being filed 
the Oppofiiion, fo they are evidently the fame wiiich 
have characteriz’d falie Patriots im all Ages. ‘There 
are many other {mailer and lefs perceptible Notes, 
which might be taken Notice of as infallibly indi- 
Cating the fame Catt of Mind; but as thefe would 
require a ftricter Attention and nicer Difcernment, I 
have not thought it neceflary to infift upon them. 
Thofe I have mentioned, are fo firongly and fo 


clearly demoftrated what I produced them to prove, ° 


that I may fafely reft the Matter here. It is trut, 
the Scribes of Faction may fay a great mahy plaulible 
Things in fupport of their Cau‘c, fince Power is ever 
obnoxious to Envy, and the Malice of the Reader 
feldom fails to help out the Wit of the Writer, who 
boldly attacks fuch as are above them both: Buc 
when it is confiiered, that unlefs Power be lodged 
fome where, we cannot have Recourfe to Protection 
any where, it appears allo, chat this Surt of Condutt 
ought to be difproved, and on this Reafonihg is Guilt 
the Ceniure of Libels, wiich every confiderate Man 
pafles, how much foever he may be pleafed with'the 
Wit of them ; for ‘tis one thing to laugh af Ridicule, 
and another to applaud it : The firft is the Effcét of 
Inadvertency, but the latter of due Attention s which, 
as they are the moft oppofie Things in Nature, fo'l 
believe they will be feldom found td tgether. 
From all this I infer, that Men of Sente, who com- 
pare and v cigh Things before they decide on them, 
will never give Judgment in favour of ott Male- 
conrent Writers ; tho’ I will not deny that ¥ 
be diverted By them, as we gre with a Mundred 
Things which we defpife for all char. 

To {pin tuis Paper to a great Length would be
